22. (original) The A -razor cleaning device, according to claim 17, wherein some portion of 
an absorbent material is attached to the handle of the device.

47. (new) A razor cleaning device comprising a handle to which are attached a brush and at 
least two sets of three parallel teeth of decreasing lengths such that, when vertically aligned, at least 
one of the sets of teeth is arranged with the longest tooth at the top and shortest tooth at the bottom, 
and at least one other set of teeth is arranged with the shortest tooth at the top and the longest tooth at 
the bottom. 

48. (new) The razor cleaning device, according to claim 47, wherein the teeth of at least one 
set of parallel teeth project from the handle at an oblique angle from about 1° to about 90° in the 
direction of the largest tooth. 

49. (new) The razor cleaning device, according to claim 47, wherein the teeth of at least one 
set of parallel teeth project from the handle at an oblique angle from about 20° to about 70° in the 
direction of the largest tooth. 

50. (new) The razor cleaning device, according to claim 47, wherein the teeth of at least one 
set of parallel teeth project from the handle at an oblique angle from about 30° to about 60° in the 
direction of the largest tooth. 
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5 1 .(new) The razor cleaning device, according to claim 47, wherein the teeth of at least one 
set of parallel teeth project from the handle at an oblique angle from about 40^" to about 50° in the 
direction of the largest tooth. 
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
